Acting Kingston Police Chief Julius Classman is considering a 
move to equip all p atrol cars with shotguns. 
Meanwhile. Sheriff William R. Martin, a veteran state troop 
cr, said that the p ractice of carry ing a 12 gauge p olice ty p e 
shotgun in each p olice car used by his dep uties will be con 
tinued for the safety of his men and the p ublic. 
Recently there has been a sharp increase of violent assaults 
on law enforcement p ersonnel from coast to coast 
Statistical figures (rom the FRT note that w anton attacks on 
p olice officers by p eop le with knives, clubs, blackjacks .bombs, 
broken bottles and even machine guns, have resulted in the 
deaths of more than 100 p olicemen in the p ast y ear. The FBI 
figures also show that p olicemen fatally assaulted in line of 
duty have more than doubled in the p ast decade 
Acting Chief Glassman recalled that several y ears ago 
Kingston p olice dep artment vehicles were equip p ed with shot­ 
guns, and each officer was resp onsible for loading and unload 
ing the guns when they comp leted a tour of night duty . 
That p ractice was discontinued sometime ago for safety 
reasons. Glassman said. 


But. today with the r>*e in cop killings. Glassman said he is 
seriously considering renewing the p lan to equip eacli car with 
a shotgun and train each officer tn the p rop er handling and 
use of the guns if th*> need arises, Glassman said that the cost 
of p urchasing the equip ment needed tn secure the shotguns in 
p olice vehicles is quite high, and funds would have to be forth 
cemmg before the p lan is p ut into effect.

Sheriff Martin recalled the day s when he was a state troop ­ 
er. "We alway s had a 30 30 carbine rifle in our car while out on 
the road nights," he said. 
Martin noted that each car in his dep artment is equip p ed 
with a shotgun and his men have been thoroughly trained to 
p rop erly handle and use- them if needed in any emergency 
"I wouldn't make any bones about using » he guns if neces 
sary ." the sheriff said. "I wouldn't be timid about using the 
shotgun for my p rotection and the p rotection of the citizens." 
He said his p ersonal car also is equip p ed with a shotgun and 
sufficient ammunition to cop e with any troublesome situation. 


"The shotguns and ammunition are p art of the equip ment of 
each of mv dep uties " Martin added 
The officers in both dep artments also are equip p ed with 
canisters of the gas known as Mace, and sidearms, the of­ 
ficials noted. 
Meanwhile, a sp okesman for the State Police exp lained that 
the dep artment's vehicles are not equip p ed with shotguns or 
carbines, which rep ortedly were p art of the equip ment several 
y ears ago Shotguns *r>d other weap ons and materials are al* 
way s available at the troop er’s barracks in the event of trouble. 
The most recent incidents involving fatal attacks on p olice 
officers were recorded in New York City on the night of May 
21 when two p olicemen were ambushed and gunned down in 
the Harlem district 
The victims were Patrolmen Waverly 
Jones. 34. a Negro from Manhattan, and Josep h Piagentini, 
28. of Suffolk County . The two had answered a legitimate call 
to help a sick p erson moments before they were killed 
The incident brought an m mciinte p rop osal from Fdvvard 
Kiernan, p resident of the PBA. to allow p olice to carry shot­ 
guns. Kiernan suggested that p olice "shoot to kill" if neces­ 
sary .
